For the past ten days or two weeks 
Canada’s capital has been in the grip 
of events quite as exciting and far 
more dramatic than the tension which 
accompanied the opening of (Worid 
War II exactly six years ago. At that. 
time, Canada and the world looked 
forward to catastropic death and de- 
struction: but the recent exvitemen’ 
pressaged peace, to be accompanied 
(it is the fond hope) by prosperity 
and progress. 

The end of the Japanese war; the 
publicity about man’s new-won ability 
to master atomic energy and, like a 
small but glittering light in this 
galaxy of lumination, the Dominon- 
Provincial Conference which enabled 
Canada to take a long and sturdy 
stride in the direction of better liv- 
ing conditions for all citizens—these 
are the events which kept Ottawa, not 
to say the rest of the nation, an 
mental] tiptoes 
Toriorrow’s Tas‘:s 

But the real issues are not those 
of the past few years or even the 
past few days; the real issues are 
those that lie ahead. Peace will ra- 
quire a courage no less determined 
and imaginative than war, The focal 
point which united us for victory will 
soon disappear, and we can expect 
the familiar babel of voives whici 
arises in every democracy im peace 
time. That ibabel must not confuse 
our thinking nor must cause our feet 
to falter. 

The King goverment’s new approa’h 
to peace-time financing is a major 
development in this respect, 
the proposal to budget for a business 
cycle rather than for a fiscal year, 
“hich involves laying up, money when 
times are good und spending it when 
times are bad. The good years wil] 
pay for the poor ones, 

In the words of thle brief submitteq 
to the mine provincial premiers, “In 
periods of declining busimess activity, 
arising from depressions abroad, it 
is proposed that expenditures twill be 
boldly expanded.” 

‘At the same time, tax rates may 
be reduced, and the government will 
move to stimulate businsss through 
construction and other projects, and 
thus not only relieve unemploymen. 
but actually vreate a demand for em- 
ployment and goods. There is every 
expectation that the idea will be ac 
cepted in general principle and be 
a major action to varry Canada for- 
ward year by year,

business and industry—and thus over 
the nation’s political economy—than 
some have been expecting, and hop-

The straight fact is, and not enough

which is a greater freedom of trade 
managed more by free enterprise, and 
less by government controls and gov- 
ernment monopolies, At all events 
what happens in Britain will be well 
worthwhile watching and studying

While the populated districts suffered 
heavily from air attack, the people of rural England gave up their land, 
and in many cases, their homes, to provide space for the great number of 
airfields and the extensive training grounds required to launch the success- 
ful invasion of the continent of Europe. Miles of concrete runways are 
now being removed from wartime airfields and much of the material will 
be used for the construction of new highways. It has been estimated that 


sufficient concrete was used for air bases, to build a road thirty feet 


wide from Moscow to Chicago.

Work On Atomic Bomb 

Sir James Chadwick, British scien- 
tist, says that some of his colleagues 
refused to help work on an atomic 
bomb for fear they might be creating 
a planet-destroying monster. 

Sir James is an adviser to the 
American bomh policy committee and 
a Nobel prize winner. He was a lead- 
ing worker in the atomic bomb de- 
velopment.

HOLLAND HOTEL FOR CWAC—

Smashing an atom is a misnomer. 
Atoms are so tough that no atom 
has even been smashed by human 
means.

Universtity Training 

If the veteran interrupted his edu- 
cation to enlist or if university train- 
ing will assist him to re-establish him- 
self, such training may be author- 
ized on the basis of a montdi in usi- 
versity for eachi month of service, pro- 
viding of course that he van obtain 
admittance to university. In excep- 
tional cases ‘where the veteran shows 
outstanding ability an additional per- 
iod may be authorized beyond the 
period covered by his service.

Return bencfits are available to 
veterans who go into business or 
farming on their own account, dur:

prises. The grants are up to $50 per 
month for a single person and up to 
$70 for a man and his wife with allow- 
ances for dependents. It is really a 
living allowance to enable the veteran 
to support his family while waiting 
for crops to mature or a business te 
establish ‘itself.
